Led From Start 

Indicating the feeling that has been 
growing in the convention during the 
past’ two days, and especially, since 
Hon. Howard Ferguson of Ontario 
dropped out of the picture. Mr, Ben- 
nett led the field of six candidates at 
the first ballot by a substantial mar- 
gin, The total number of votes cast 
was 1564 and of these 594 went-to Mr. 
Bennett. 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie, the temporary 
leader, came second with 345; and C. 
H. Cahan, M.P., the favorite from 
Quebec, third with 310 some 50 votes 
less than his friends were counting 
upon in the first. balot, Dr. R. J. 
Manion, M.P., of Fort William, the 
young candidate for whom many 
friends had been making hard drives 
in recent days, polled 170 votes and 
Hon, “Bob” Rogers, always considered 
incthe running by many associates in 
Manitoba, polled. 114. Much to the 
surprise of many, Sir Henry Drayton, 
former Canadian Finance Minister, had 
only 31 votes in his favor. 

4s the convention assembled there 
were those who said that Mr. Bennett 
might be able to get it at the first 
ballot. Alberta friends were confi- 
dent, It was said that Mr. Guthrie 
was not hopeful. 

Margin of Two Votes 

- The plan of. the election was for the 
voting to continue until one candidate 
received a majority of all votes cast, 
‘Thus Mr. Bennett was declared elect: 
ed with a margin of two votes over 
the required number, although far in 
the lead of his next competitor. 

With the result known, Mr, Guthrie, 
who, it is expected, will now retire 
from his position as leader of the Op- 
position in the House of Commons 
arose, and saying that it was a mat: 
ter of satisfaction that the result was 
so decisive, moved that the “election 
of Hon. R. B. Bennett be made unan- 
imous,” Mr. Cahan seconded the mo- 
tion, pleading for all to get behind the 
new leader and give him a splendid 
vetory from the Atlantic to the Pacli- 
fic.

The Purpose of this is 
to permit of concentration on a smaller

number, It will also have another ad- 
vantage—there will be less burden- 
some carrying of books from and to 
school, 
pupils put less time {each night on 
home study than formerly but rather 
that more time will ‘be devoted to 
each of the fewer subjects than here- 
tofore.

This plan need not be rigidly ad- 


hered to, Should a student be weak 
in one or two subjects, it would ap- 
pear advisable to spend more time on 
it than is allowed for in the schedule, 


This scheme is being tried in the 


form of an experiment, Unforeseen 
difficulties may arise and render. it 
unworkable. However, we cannot see 
that any injury will result to the 
student adopting it,

Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 5.—In dis-

the Canadian Pacific Railway agricul- 
tural department, this morning. Rains 
have not been heavy but sufficient to 
tie up practically all work except a 
small percentage of fall plowing. Con- 
ditions over the week-end, however, 
have improved somewhat, and much 
threshing will re-ccommence this morn- 
ing. At present farmers are anxious 
to get threshing done, labor shortage 
being more keenly felt, and in spite 
of the fact that wages offered are 
higher than usual, men are hard to get. 
The situation, however, will right it- 
self with an improvement in weather 
conditions, as many districts will 
quickly complete threshing and release 
men to other areas, not so far ad- 
vanced, Where ground is not ex- 
cessively wet, farmers have plowed 
during intervals when threshing ma- 
chines have been unable to operate. 

Pastures and livestock are in excel- 
lent condition and markets have ex- 
perienced the heaviest run of cattle 
during the past week for this season. 

In Manitoba 65 to 70 per cent of the 
grain has been threshed, grades being 
varied, Oats {is pretty much of a 
failure, with barley a splendid crop. 

About 55 per.cent of the grain in 
Saskatchewan has been threshed, and 
in Alberta 15 to 20 per cent of the 
threshing is done, yields turning out 
well, 35 to 40 bushels of wheat crops 
being fairly common, with oats in 
number of instances running 60 to 70 
bushels to the acre. Wheat is grading 
mostly two and three, with consider- 
able of it tough, owing to farmers 
rushing threshing before grain is 
ready.

CHINESE TO TAKE COM- 
PLETE CHARGE OF CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH IN ALL CHINA 


Shanghai, October 8.—A purely 
Chinese administration. non-sectarian 
Christian Church, to be known as “The 
Church of Christ in China,” has been 
organized by 94 Chinese delegates from 
16 China provinces. The delegates rep- 
resent the churches originally organ- 
ized by 16 foreign denominations from 
England, Canada, New Zealand and 
the United States, Presbyterians and 
Congregationalists playing the leading 
part, 
The new church will include more 
than 1000 missionary established 
churches, comprising not less than 120,- 
000 Christians, something over a 
fourth all Chinese Christians. 
The new organization has been 
brought about after nine years’ work 
by both Chinese and foreign Christians 
and the homeland denominations af- 
fected are supporting the move. 
The leaders declare that the present 
organization is merely the nucleus 
which will ultimately include all 
Christian bodies in China, 
The aim is to place the churches en- 
tirely in the hands of the Chinese, re- 
taining missionaries merely as advis- 
ers, subject to the authority of the 
Chinese, and completely abolishing 
sectarianism, 
About 800 American and 400 British 
missionaries are affected. Cheng Ching 
Yie, foremost Chinese Christian, has 
been elected moderator of the new 
church,

Apparently Mr. Brownlee and his 
cabinet are endeavoring to run the 
government efficiently, eliminating un- 
necessary fuss as well as expense. 
Alberta owns two railroads for the 
same reason that the Dominion owns 
the C.N.R.—the taxpayers in any event 
must pay deficits. But there are hopes 
that the two lines stretching norther- 
ly and westerly will eventually show 
profits. Train service has been re- 
duced to twice or thrice a week. The 
opening: of the Peace River country, 
and a settlement of the troublesome 
natural resources question may go a 
long way toward solving these local 
problems.

The temptation for the individual 
is, therefore, to buy a great deal more 
than he can afford, He ties up his 
earnings in installments on luxuries 
that the specialization of the age has 
taught his to pay for within a reason- 
able length: of time. He buys too 
many things at once. His salary is 
mortgaged too many years ahead, and 
as is often the case, mortgaged to pro- 
cure luxuries that bar him from the 
more reasonable purchase of necess- 
ities, 

In the end, according to some author- 
ities who blame the installment plan 
system for troubles in the lumber in- 
dustry, every man waits for his mon- 
ey; every man mortgages hig freedom 
financially, and industrial prosperity 
stands still until a condition arises 
that can solve the immediate prob- 
lems which block the industrial trat- 
fic. The forest products industry at 
the present time, has reached the stage 
where a wise head must present a 
solution for the traflic jam. The,credit 
exercised by the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem has done a great deal towards 
guiding the market to the stability it 
has managed to acquire an hold at 
this date. The mills themselves have 
aided the same cause by a more or 
less steady curtailment program to 
keep production even with demand. 


These are the existing conditions 
that have thrust the temporary sup- 
port of the industrial field upon the 
shoulders of the banker. These are 
the conditions he must consider be- 
fore placing his name on the dotted 
line that will loose more credit upon 
the market. Authorities have it that 
these modern methods of financing 
have enabled lumbermen to produce 
and sell at least twenty-five per cent. 
more lumber than they would other- 
wise have found market for, but have 
they stopped to consider where such 
complicated methods of high-financing 
are leading the country? 


Somebody has to pay the price for 
credit, In the end, who fs it? The 
individual, the financier, or the in- 
dustry that has benefitted by the tem- 
porary condition?—Western Lumber-

ROLLING THE ECONOMY ROAD 


(By Irwin Greer) 
(President Greer College of Automo- 
tive & Electricl Trades, Chicago, III.) 

You can’t bounce a snowball. Flies 
should stay single. And a rubber tire 
won't dance up and down on a nail or 
a broken bottle, Hence, the man who 
stretches his rubber knows a thing or 
two when {it comes to rolling up mile- 
age. He knows that: 

Cutting of tires is most rapid when 
roads are wet. Try cutting a dry piece 
of rubber with a dry knife. Wet both 
and try again, Crushed stone, sharp 
curbs, worn edges of street car rails, 
edges of holes in concrete paving, do 
enough mischief when dry, but when 
everything is wet they cut several 
times as deeply. Similarly those bent 
nails that some thoughtless citizen 
threw out into the street with the 
ashes from his furnace will penetrate 
a wet tire more easily and deeply, If 
a cut goes through to the cotton fabric 
or cords, it is best to have it repaired, 
or dirt and moisture will work in, 

Light and heat cause rapid deterior- 
ation, Spare tires carried should al- 
ways have opaque covers, Extra cas- 
ings and tubes are best stored in a 
dark, cool cellar or closet. When a car 
must be parked in the sunshine for 
several hours, a canvas or piece of 
burlap thrown over each tire will do 
its bit to lengthen the tire’s useful life. 

Don’t rim-cut that “down” tire by 
running it to a “free air’ station: 
someone might suspect you were too 
lazy to use the hand pump, 

Don’t run over all the ash piles, bro- 
ken bottles, naily boards, and other 
rubbish you can find; even a harmless 
appearing paper bag may have a brick 
in it. 

Don’t park in that puddle of oil; oil 
eats rubber, 

Don't use the curb as a brake; it 
may break a casing. 

Road friction is resoonsihle for more 
tire wear than any other one cause. 
Of course we must expect some wear 
if we are to use our cars at all, but a 
great deal of wear now taken as a 
matter of course might easily be avoid- 
ed ‘by a little thought, care and pa- 
tience. One severe application of the 
brakes ,may easily take off more rub- 
ber than would wear off in a thous- 
and miles of normal, running, Like- 
wise racing the engine and dropping 
in the clutch suddenly to spin the 
drive wheels or a “smart” start means 
a lot of rubber left on the pavement. 


ACCIDENTS AND SAFETY 


Four thousand persons are gather- 
ed in Chicago to attend a national 
safety congress. Before them are 
some carefully compiled figures about 
accidents, These show that 90,000 
persons lost ‘their lives in the United 
States last year by accidents. Only 
two maladies, heart disease and tuber- 
‘culosis, are causing a larger number 
of fatalities annually. The worst 
side of the situation is that motor 
vehicle tragedies are not diminish- 
ing. All other types of accidents are 
being reduced in number and in con- 
sequences, Automobiles, the safety 
congress was informed, were factors 
in 28,000 deaths in 1926, 

The toll from all sorts of mishaps 
is largely preventable, it was agreed. 
In factories and industrial plants many 
former dangers have been removed, 
There now are fewer fatalities from 
accidents in shops and plants each 
year than there are in American 
homes, In cach division there is cause 
for optimism that a decline in deaths 
will continue as the importance of 
caution is recognized and more safe- 
guards are made available. Yet motor 
vehicles, while perfected, mechanic: 
ally to a degree that makes a larger 
measure of safety easy when drivers 
are careful and not bent on too high 
a speed, are charged with responsi- 
bility for more and more deaths.

The licensing of driv- 
ers, so that the unfit and irresponsi- 
ble may be barred more easily, is ad- 
voeated. Svientific study of trafile 
conditions in cities, as a basis for im- 
provements, is recommended, 

In the meantime motorists can not 
be too careful, Drivers are a danger 
to themeselves as well as to others 
when. they fail to recognize that the 
movable engine at their command is a 
death-dealing instrument as well os a 
means of quick and convenient: trans- 
portation. Individual responsibility 
always has to be depended on in using 
motor vehicles, and especially so now, 
with much traffic congestion and a 
lack of uniformity in’ regulation.— 
Minneapolis News.

The History of Revision 

As has already been indicated, the 
history of revision is a history of a 
process which has taken sixty years. 
It began with the Royal Commission 
of 1867 und from that day to this let- 
ters of business have been sent from 
Crown to Convocation, formal replies 
have ‘been returned, Only a few of the 
most important steps can be Indicated,

How Far Revision Meets Present 
Needs 


Now having considered something 


(of the history and salient points of the 


revision, we come to see how far this 
peguslon meets modern needs, It has, 


bers. and the minority that are oppos: 
ing it comprise the extremists ‘of op- 
posing parties making anything like an 
ecclesiastical coalition of the opposi- 
tion a practical impossibility. 

Concerning the “Simpld worship/ 
per,” the Bishop of London recently 
stated that he will find a richness 
and variety in the prayers, a sim- 
plicity of language and shortening of 
the tedious services, an appropriateness 
in the choice of psalms and lessons 
which will make him in time come to 
love the new prayer book even more 
than he does the old, 

Of all the parties in the Church 
at the present time the Evangelical 
would geem to have received the least 
consideration, a fact which can be veri- 
fied by an examination of the book it- 
self, Moreover, this fact was'at least 
hinted at by the Bishop of London in 
the speech to which 7 have already 
referred, In spite of this, however, 
a majority of men of this school of 
thought have voted in favor of the 
Deposited Book, This is due in my 
opinion, partly to the fact that the 
book is optional, but chiefly to the 
fact that the narrow. negative position 
of extreme Protestantism is a thing 
of the past and is rapidly departing 
with religious education. Neverthe- 
less, according to many Evangelicals 
there is nothing that compromises 
anything that {is really noble in the 
positively Protestant character of the 
Mother Church and {jt has been fre 
quently stated that this view has re- 
ceived far greater consideration now 
than it would have in years to come. 


Now, whether we like it, or dislike 
it, whether we welcome it or fear it, it 
is nevertheless a fact that the school 
of thought known as Modernist is hay- 
ing a distinct influence upon the char- 
acter of English churchmanship and 
traces of its influence can be seen in 
the revised Prayer Book. At all events 
according to the “Modern Church- 
man” members of the school of thought 
are content to support the Measure, 

A discussion of Modernism would 
not come within the limits of this ‘ar- 
ticle, but although most instructed 
churchmen would resist any attempts 
to slur, doubt, deny or recast the fun- 
damental Christian dogmas, the un- 
doubted merits of any movement such 
as Modernism which claims to be 
based on reality and reason, cannot 
be fgnored, 

Although, therefore, there can be 
uo place in the Church of England for 
ftny honest man who denies her fun- 
damental doctrines, yet that does not 
mean that the adherents of this school 
of thought are_not- exercising a valu- 
able influence upon the Church in pre- 


senting the ideas of Reality and 
Reason, At all events they are a 


school of thought, their influence is 
undoubtedly to be seen in the new 
book. Therefore they cannot be ig- 
nored,

FOOTBALL AND. THE, OLYMPICS 


There appears to be considerable 
perturbation over the fact that the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee has 
granted to the International Football 
Federation the privilege of extending 
to its players who participate in the 
football events at the Olympic games 
remuneration for loss of time from 
work. President McVicar has taken 
a pronounced stand on the attitude of 
the A.A.U. of C., and has been the 
subject of much gingery attack from 
some quarters. The exact situation, 
however, is not well known by the 
general public, and the .concessions 


granted to the soccerites does not by 
i 


any means apply to any other sec- 
tion of amateur sport, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact the International Olympic 
Gommittee is by no means of unani- 
mous opinion in the action taken. 
Neither does the action appear to have 
been appreciated by the officials of 
football in England. F, J. Wall, sec- 
retary of the Football Association, E. 
C. Bambridge, secretary of the famous 
Corinthians, and Claude Kirby, chair- 
man of the London Football Associa- 
tion, are among those who have come 
out strongly in opposition to the action 
of the Olympic Committee, and there 
is considerable opinion in British foot- 
ball circles which coincides with that 
of President McVicar to the effect that 
the action taken by the Olympic Com- 
mittee places the Olympic Games in 
danger of disruption. 

The Olympic Committee accept “the 
definition of an amateur,as drawn by 
the respective International Federa- 
tions of Sport.” But in article 2 of 
the Olympic rules it ig provided that 
“an athlete taking part in the Olymp- 
ic Games must satisfy the following 
obligations: must not be or knowing- 
ly have become a professional of the 
sport for which he is entered, or in 
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any other sport; must not have re- 
ceived reimbursement. or compensa- 
tion for loss of salary.” 

Then why has the Committee de- 
parted from these principles in re- 
spect to football? It is probably ex- 
plained in the fact that last year at 
the meeting of the International Fed- 
eration of Football, held in Rome, 
that body decided that “amateur play- 
ers may receive payment-for lost time 
as may ke decided upon by the na- 
tional association governing the sport, 
subject to the approval of the Federa- 
tion,” ‘a ‘condition which prevails in 
several continental centres, but which 
is strongly disapproved of in British 
football circles. Not only are these 
players on the continent paid for loss 
of time for playing, but for time also 
while training. 


We find, therefore, that the Olympic 
Committee is in the unhappy position 
of having decreed the status of an 
ammeur on Olympic occasions and in 
the same breath having agreed to ac- 
cept the interpretation of an amateur 
as construed’ by the Federations; and, 
furthermore, it has been suggested that 
the revenue derived from the football 
competition at the Olympic Games 
may have had considerable influence 
on the attitude taken by the Commit- 
tee, ~ f 

It was in support of rigid amateur 
principles that the Football Associa- 
tion in England some years ago with- 
drew from the Olympic Games. The 
Olympic Committee as a result decid- 
ed to ban such payments for loss of 
time for training. and playing. But 
now comes another switch, and from 
all appearances, unless the decision is 
withdrawn by the Olympic Committee, 
English football players will be notice- 
able only by their absence. 

This latest bombshell will doubtless 
form one of the settings for the forth- 
coming annual meeting of the Amateur 
Athletic Union of Canada, but, in the 
opinion of the writer, in the final an- 
alysis, the Interational Amateur Ath- 
letic Federation will be the deciding 
factor as to whether Canada partici- 
pates in the Olympic Games. At ths 
stage it would appear as though the 
cream of athletic talent in this country 
will next year be over at Amsterdam, 
but that they will not be found in com- 
etition with any members of the In- 
ternational Olympic Football Federa- 
tion, unless the International Olympic 
Committee recedes from its recent ac- 
tion, One thing seems certain: no ath- 
letes holding membership in the A.A. 
U. of C. or any other affiliation of the 

1LA.A.P. will be allowed the privilege 
of receiving pay in lieu of loss of time 
from work, 

At a meeting of the Council of the 
‘International Amateur Athletic Wed- 
eration, held at Amsterdam, the Presi- 
dent urged that consideration be, givem 
to the question of the position o1 atu 
letes living in “foreign” countries. 
The issue not being governed by the 
by-laws, the President had taken the 
position that an athlete living for 
more than one month in a “foreign” 
country should be under the same 
laws as the athletes in the country 
itself. The ruling was accepted by 
the Council, subject to further study 
and report by the secretary, 

The President called attention to 
the fact that certain sporting clubs, 
when they allow their athletes to com- 
pete at international meetings, request 
not only travelling expenses for the 
athletes in question, but also certain 
sums as “start money,” or a certain 
part of tie income of the meet. The 
Council agreed on the principle that 
so-called start money or “appearance 
money” should be prohibited. The 
Council also debated the decision of 
the International Olympic Committee 
that “under certain conditions foot- 
ball players receiving payment for 
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broken time may be permitted to take 
part-in the Olympic Games of Amster- 
dam in 1928." The Council went on 
record as regretting the decision and 
“desires to call,the attention of the 
athletes of the world to the fact that 
in accordance with the amateur rules 
of the International Amateur Athletic 
‘Federation any person receiving pay- 
ment for broken time, in any sport, 
is debarred. from participation in 
events under the jurisdiction of the 
LAA.” ag

Cliff Bricker, of Galt, and Harold 
Webster, of Hamilton, have been defin- 
itely assured of-places as members of 
the Canadian Olympic team, compet- 
ing in the Olympic marathon at Am- 
sterdam next year. Two of the’ fol- 
lowing may also be selected: Billy 
Reynolds of Galt, Percy Wyer of Tor- 
onto, Johnny Cuthbert of Guelph, 
Johnny Miles of Sydney, N.S., and Or- 
ville Garbutt of Toronto, This decision 
was reached following the marathon 
trial of 26 miles 385 yards, at Hamil- 
ton, which Bricker won handily, des- 
pite the terrific heat, in 2 hours, 51 
minutes and 46 seconds, leading Web- 
ster: by nearly 7 minutes, Bricker 
timed hinfself in Nurmi style and 
prior to the race prophesied the win- 
ner would negotiate the course in 2.52. 
He lost seven pounds in the grind, 
having weighed in at 138, Conditions 
were very similar to what will be ex- 
pected in Amsterdam next July—hot 
and oppresive, and hard pavements. 
Bricker keeps in.condition chiefly by 
walking, with his Airedale dog. as 
company, and jaunts his thirty miles 
one day each week, Johnny Miles, the

The Saint John Board of Harbor 


Commissioners is now busy work- 
ing on plans for more adequate 
port facilities and estimating costs 
of new wharves, grain elevators and 
everything necessary to handle a 
larger flow of business. 


The establishment of a “Faculty 
of Fisheries” at Dalhousie Univer- 
sity at Halifax is under considera- 
tion.

As a latest-development of the 
Canada-West Indies treaty, ice 
cream is now being shipped from 
Halifax to British Guiana in liquid 
form and re-frozen at its destina- 
tion.

RAIL BOARD REJECTS APPLI- 
CATIONS FOR LOWER RATES 


The application of the livestock 
interests of the west-for lower freight 
rates, was refused this week. by the 
board of railway commissioners at Ot- 
tawa, 

The request by the Eastern Cana- 
dian Livestock Union for a cut of 
25 per cent. on stockers and feeders 


shipped from market to country 
points was also rejected. 
The board upheld the report of 


the chief traffic officers on the 
western application, The official in 
this connection, stated: “There has 
‘been a substantial 
1921) in the rates that were then conr 
sidered in themselves to be reason- 
able and there is nothing on the record 
indicating that there has been a 
change in railway cost of operation 
or other conditions of such a charac- 
ter as would now ‘justify the board 
in finding that the present rates on 
livestock, embracing as they do, the 
substantial reductions referred to, 
should be further reduced. Further, I 
do not consider that a case of unjust 
discrimination has been made out. 

“With regard to rates from Alberta 
to Vancouver, such evidence as was 
adduced, does not in my opinion, war- 
rant any directicn as to reduction in 
these rates. | 

“The submissions also asked, for ad- 
ditional stop-off privileges, but this 
feature of the matter was not suf- 
ficiently developed in evidence and 
on the record to enable it to be here 
dealt with intelligently."

The total weight of trout taken by 
anglers at Cold Lake this season is 
placed at 55,560 pounds, in addition to 
which 1,350 pounds of jackfish and 350 
pounds of pickerel were taken out of 
the same waters, according to the re- 
port of Herve Trucotte, fisheries over- 
seer at the lake. A total of 994 ang- 
ling permits were sold this year and 
the largest trout caught in the lake 
weighed forty pounds, four pounds 
heavier than the record fish in last 
season's catch.
